dep artm ent from v arious p arts 
of th e timbered 
areas of th e 
state 
sh ow sev eral 
h undred 
acres burned ov er in a number 
of tracts. Th e th ree largest were 
7 00 acres in Harrison county , 200 
acres in Jefferson county , a large 
area in Borwn county adjoining 
th e state game p reserv e, and 
h undreds of acres of march 
lands in north ern Indiana. 
Th ese fires, conserv ation re­ 
p orts sh ow, destroy ed h undreds 
of dollars worth of v aluable 
trees wh ich migh t h av e been 
sav ed by th e ex p enditure of a 
small sum for p rotection. 
Ralp h F. Wilcox , state forester, 
h as made an ap p eal to fariner to 
be careful in burning brush and 
p ermitting th e fire to sp read to 
adjoining fields and woodlands. 
He p oints out th at a small brush 
fire will create a natural draft, 
esp ecially if on slop ing ground; 
will dry out v egetation near by , 
and before th e farmer realizes iù 
h e h as lost control of 
h is fire 
and it sweep s ov er th é surround­ 
ing country with serious dam ­ 
age. 
Statistics 
sh ow 
th at 
10,000 
acres of forest fires occur in In­ 
diana each y ear, 
and as* th e 
area of abandoned and waste 
lands 
increases, th is p roblem 
becomes more serious. 
A forest fire law is being ad­ 
v ocated by th e conserv ation de­ 
p artm ent wh ich would p lace 3,- 
000,000 acres of nativ e fiorests 
and old fields rev erting to for­ 
est cov er, under organized fire 
p rotection. A cost of less th an 
one cent an acre will 
p rotect 
th is acre, according to Rich ard 
Lieber, director of th e dep art­ 
ment.

Recent stabiliza­ 
tion of many Europ ean curren­ 
cies on a gold basis, with th e 
h elp of th e United States Fed­ 
eral Reserv e Sy stem and 
th e 
banks of oth er countries, is an 
instance. 
Th e same banks, by ex p anding 
th e use of p ap er currency 
and 
ch ecks, h av e 
minimized 
th e 
amount 
of gold needed 
for 
monetary p urp oses and h av e 
obv iated th e necessity of m ain­ 
taining h uge gold reserv es, once 
considered 
indisp ensable 
to 
sound banking. 
Few banks 
today m aintain 
large gold stores. In th is country 
th e gold stock of each Federal 
Reserv e bank is op en to its mem­ 
bers and sufficient to meet th eir 
needs. Ev en th e gov ernment’s 
gold stock is distributed among 
th e sev eral reserv e banks, 
anci 
wh ile th e p resent store 
is esti­ 
mated at more th an $1,000,000,- 
000 abov e th e required total, it is 
p robable th at none of th e banks 
h arbors any great p ortion of it.; 
Somewh at 
similar 
ch anges 
h av e taken p lace in 
interna­ 
tional banking. Countries keep a 
nominal gold reserv e, th en buy 
or borrow more as needed. Th ey 
aid 
each oth er not only in 
monetary stabilization p rograms, 
but in measures designed to in­ 
sure orderly , and limited, fluc­ 
tuations in money rates. 
Th e Bank of England, drawing 
h eav ily from its gold stock for 
Germany —of late a steady buy ­ 
er of gold—receiv ed millions In 
th e y ellow metal 
from Sp ain, 
and p ossibly from oth er sources, 
just at th e time wh en it seemed 
certain money rates would rise.

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WHERE RURAL TAXES GO 
Pointing out th at the taxes paid by the av­ 
erage American farm er have increased 
160 per 
cent in the last 15 y ears, while the value of the 
average farm is a scant 20 per cent higher than 
it was in 19 12, the Bureau of Agriculture of Ec­ 
onomics 
of the Department of Agriculture has 
undertaken a survey to find out just what the 
farmer’s tax money is being spent for. 
Its find- 


ndt in spite of modern business, but because of 
it. 
The rather startling assertion comes from 
Edward A. Filene, Boston m erchant, who de­ 
clares, in an article in the current issue of The 
Annuals, th at business will sooner or later adopt 
a policy in favor of lower tariffs simply because 
“business alway s does in the end what is to its 
own interest.” 
Since such a prediction is so completely op­ 
posed to our ordinary assumption — high tariff 
fngs are interesting. 
_ 
The biggest item in the rural tax budget is 
inleparably linked in our 
for schools. 
From one-third to one haif 
mical creeds _ Mr. Filene’s argument ought 
public money spent in farming districts go« for 
P ^ 
examlnlng_ 
schools. 
Conseq uently , the rise in the price of 
education must be largely responsible for the 
rise in taxation. 
In the first place, the bureau points out, 
prices have risen so that if the farmer were onfy 
supporting exactly the kind of schools he was 
supporting in 1913 he would be pay ing more for 
tihem than he did then. 
But the rural school 
has expanded greatly . 
The number of children 
attending such schools has increased by one- 
third. 
The average school term is increasing 
in length. 
More farm ers’ children are going to 
high school than formerly . 
In addition, rural 
school eq uipment is on a much higher level than 
formerly , while educational standards have been 
raised so th at higher salaries must be paid for 
good teachers. 
Thus, in respect to this major item, the 
farm er seems to be getting value received for 
his money . 
The second item in rural 
expenditures 
is 
for highway s. Probably a fourth of all rural tax 
money s are spent for them. 
Here, too, there 
is no deny ing th at the farmer is better served 
than he was 15 y ears ago. 
Nothing breaks down 
the isolation of the farm, enhances land values 
and brings the market closer to the production 
point like good roads. 
When the farm er’s tax 
money goes to provide better highway s it is be­ 
ing well spent. 
It is apparent from this, th at major reduc­ 
tions in rural taxes can not be had without cut­ 
ting off vital services. 
What is needed now is 
more 
business-like 
management and 
careful 
economy , so that every cent of tax money can be 
made productive. 


“Mass production,” he explains, “raises anew 
the q uestion of world trade because the vastly 
increased volume of goods produces surpluses 
which cannot be 
marketed except in 
foreign 
lands. 
The surplus — that is any general sur­ 
plus — iS relatively new to American industry . 
It is destined to change our views about tariffs.” 
After pointing out th at he himself has never 
been a “free trader,” Mr. Filene continues: 
“Mass production, to which the world is now 
coming, needs no tariff protection. 
On the con­ 
trary , it will benefit from low tariffs, or 
free 
trade. 
Under a very low tariff, which would re­ 
duce living costs and the costs of raw materials, 
automobiles, for 
instance, could be 
produced 
much more cheaply . 
“This reduced selling price would only tap a 
new market of millions at home, but would p er­ 
mit our 
m anufacturers 
to export 
in greater 
q uantities. 
At the lower selling price they could 
undersell European m anufacturers even in their 
own markets.” 
Such is Mr. Filent’s argument. 
Doubtless 
there will be many to disagree with it; but it 
raises some interesting points for us to consider, 
nevertheless.

notice. John Hale, a celebrated 
hunter, had "sq uatted” on, what 
we now know as the Cullen farm, 
and made many improvements. 
He learned 
th at 
a party 
of 
Kentuckians had looked over the 
place and had started to Brook­ 
ville to make entry to it. Hale 
was in a dilemma—short of 
funds—and so he rode 
to see 
William B. Laughlin, told 
his 
story and was furnished the 
lacking cash. He then persuaded 
y oung Harmony Laughlin to take 
his horse and the money and 
beat the Kentuckians to Brook­ 
ville, if it killed the horse. 
Although but a boy 
Young 
Harmony started and by night 
overtook the other party at Mei- 
amora, where they had stopped 
for the night at Judge Mount’s 
residence and without stopping 
rode on, to Brookville, and when 
light enough, 
hunted 
up the 
Land office, made the entry and 
secured Hale’s home. 
This has nothing to do with 
churches but it illustrates 
the 
spirit of our early settlers and 
our early preachers were made 
of 
the same 
indominatable 
spirit. Their exposure was great, 
their pay small and 
mostly 
a 
bare sustenance. Yet they toiled 
in the “clearing” as well as in 
the pulpit. 
Little Flat Rock 
lay in 
the 
p ath of 
advancing civilization 
and the attractiveness of the 
country warranted early occupa­ 
tion. Here then, we find the first 
church 
organization in 
the 
county , 
which 
had 
a 
local 
preacher and stated meetings. 
This was a Baptist church ano 
must not be confused with the 
present Little Eatlrock church, 
which was founded May 23, 18 30, 
by the same man, 
who was 
moderator of the Baptist church, 
but who about 18 28 , went ovei 
to w hat is now sty led the Chris­ 
tian church and until his death 
was one of its most able and a t­ 
tractive leaders. 
The kindness of our accomp­ 
lished librarian, has furnished 
me with the minutes of the Lit­ 
tle Flat Rock Baptist churcn, 
written more than a hundreo 
y ears ago and from them I wTill 
q uote a few entries, not only 
for antiq uity sake, but for the 
novelty of the entries, which to­ 
day would sound strange in our 
modernized churches. All entries 
are made on Saturday , the fiist 
and third of each month.

for 
some record of a church building 
antedating, th at built by John 
Blades and his Little Flat Rock 
flock. Services had been held in 
many places and by other de­ 
nominations but no fair writer 
will q uestion the priority of the 
Baptist church in Rush county . 
Much allowance must be made, 
when reading Arnold’s history of 
early churches, and 
note 
the 
author. No one, who knew him 
will q uestion th at Elder Jacoo 
B. Blunt was a brilliant man nor 
will any one, who knew him, 
deny that, he was a radical, in 
both religion and politics. No 
one could assail either and not 
get a reply . He attem pts to leave 
the impression 
th at 
John 
P. 
Thompson 
founded 
the 
first 
church at Little Flat Rock, nor 
does he even mention the name 
of the founder—-John Blades. 
We have seen 
in 
a former 
chapter that Blades came in with 
the tide of emigration up the 
Valley and 
located 
and with 
other fellow Baptists organized a 
congregation and built a church, 
the site, of which, today 
has 
been marked by patriotic, ten­ 
der hands and stands 
as the 
only memorial, in the county , to 
mark the spot where stood, the 
' earliest pioneer church, in Rush 
county . 
I can find no record of any 
church being founded in Ru¿h 
county , if by founding, is meant 
originating, but all are importa­ 
tions, which came with our set­ 
tlers, but if building churches, 
(houses for worship) is meant 
it is no small task to locate, the 
place and date of early buildings. 
And why ? “The groves were 
God’s first temples” and here, 
when weather permitted gather­ 
ed our early worshippers. The 
settler’s cabin was often utilized 
and our 
school 
houses 
were 
from earliest 
times 
used 
for 
church as well as school, for we 
must remember th at the school 
house was a universal necessity 
and a req uirement of every set­ 
tlement. 
In Ripley township alone, do 
we find the order reversed as 
well as the usuage. In point of 
continuity , the Christian church 
at Little Flat Rock is possibly 
the oldest in the county . Church 
like people, love change and it is 
locations, I am try ing to find.

It’s a great thing to save labor 
in our homes. It is admirable to 
save your own strength by up-to- 
date tools and equipment 
and 
intelligent management 
when 
you have to do your own work 
alone. It is a humane thing 
to 
make an effort to reduce 
the 
work of servants when you em­ 
ploy them. It is admirable too to 
have your menage so arranged 
tha t even though you can afford 
two servants you ean get along 
with one. 
And still the idea of 
labor 
saving within the home can eas­ 
ily be pushed too far 
and 
in 
many American homes it has 
been pushed so far that the spir­ 
it of hominess has dwindled to a 
minimum. 
Women who are ridden 
with 
the idea that they must save la ­ 
bor in this way are usually sav­ 
ing labor only in the home. They 
save the wages of houseworkers, 
use paper napkins so tha t they

Inauisitive Reporter Offers 
Help to Poor Bridge Players 


FftOM P age O ne 
tar the evening was over, every­ 
one agreed tha t they had never 
seen such playing before. 
Here are a score of simple 
rules, which, if religiously fol­ 
lowed, will make you one of the 
most talked about bridge players 
in the city: 
* 
1. Bid high. Your partner may 


have a good hand. 
2. When you have a poor hand, 
signal your partner immediately 
by saying: “ Who the ’ell dealt 
thic niPW^'’ 
3. Claim all honors—you may 
get away with it once in a while. 
4. If you get a poor partner, 
keep score yourself. You are en­ 
titled to some advantage in a 
case like this. 
5.Always lead from your own 
hand or the dummy, as most 
convenient to the play. 
6. Trump your partners’ ace—it 
will cinch the trick. 
7. If your partner doubles a 
one bid, pass and be glad he has 
such a good hand. 
8. Redouble on general princi­ 
ples—confidence is one 
of the 
greatest assets in bridge. 
9. Always ask what are trumps 
two or three times during the 
play as this refreshes everyone’s 
memory. 
10. If no one else bids, 
bid 
against your partner. The inter­ 
est in the game must be kept up 
at any cost. 
11. Remember: 
Third 
hand 
plavs low. 
12. Always ask your 
partner 
why h e didn’t return your lead. 
This will remind him to return 
it nex t time. 
13. When you are out of suit, 
rearrange your cards. This will 
tell the world tha t you are 
out 
of it. 
14. If two cards are turned 
face upward in dealing, and you 
have a rotten hand, it is a mis­ 
deal.

15. After the third round, lay 
your hand on 
the table 
and 
claim the rest of the tricks. You 
may not have them but 
it is 
much easier to play with all the 
cards on the table. 
16. In offering a “ cut” after 
the shuffle, snatch the deck off 
the table just as your opponent 
reach for it. This will leave the 
impression tha t you are clever 
enough to deal any hand you 
want. The psychological effect is 
wonderful. 
17. If you fail to get high score 
and the attendant prize, inti­ 
mate in a low tone to 
other 
members at your table, tha t you 
could win too—by using such 
methods. 
18. If the play Is close, renege 
in your own hand rather than 
from the dummy. 
It will never 
be noticed. 
19. If you fa il to remember 
tha t the queen of spade is out 
against you, look through 
the 
discards when it is played 
to 
leave the impression tha t you 
thought tha t it had been 
used 
once already. 
20. If you lose heavily feign 
astonishment a t the close of the 
game and say in a horriflec 
tone: “ Oh, I NEVER play

Reports of recent forest fires 
reaching the state conservation 
department from various parts 
of the timbered areas of the 
state 
show several 
hundred 


acres burned over hi a number 
of tracts. The three largest were 
700 acres hi Harrison county, 200 
acres hi Jefferson county", a large 
area hi Borwn county adjoining 
the state game preserve, and 
hundreds of acres of march 
lands in northern Indiana. 


These fires, conservation re- 


ports show, destroyed hundreds 
of dollars worth of valuable 


small sum for protection. 


Ralph F. Wilcox, state forester, 


has made an appeal to farmer to 
be careful in burning brush and 
permitting the fire to spread to 
adjoining fields and woodlands. 
He points out that a small brush 
fire will create a natural draft, 
especially if on sloping ground; 
will dry out vegetation near by, 
and before the farmer realizes it 
he has lost control of his fire 
and it sweeps over the' surround- 
ing country with serious dam- 
age. 


Statistics show that 10,000 


acres of forest fires occur hi In- 
diana each year, and as- the 
area of abandoned and waste 
lands increases, this problem 
becomes more serious. 


A forest fire law is being ad- 


vocated by the conservation de- 
partment which would place 3,- 
000,000 acres of native 
fiorests 


and old fields reverting to for- 
est cover, under organized fire 
protection. A cost of less than 
one cent an acre will protect 
this acre, according to Richard 
Lieber, director of the 
depart- 


ment.

in "red ink" or absorbed by the 
stronger firms. 


Competition in car and truck 


sales will be far more intense in 
1929 than in prosperous 1928, 
from present indications. Not 
only hi the home market is the 
war expected to rage, but also in 
the foreign field, where Ameri- 
can manufacturers have drawn 
their skirmish lines of factories 
and sales branches.

Tc4 a degree it has been aban- 


doned for-coinage purposes, but 
as a foundation upon which to 
build stable currency it has come 
into international usage with in- 
ternational aid. Recent stabiliza- 
tion of many European curren- 
cies on a gold basis, with the 
help of the United States Fed- 
eral Reserve System and the 
banks of other countries, is an 
instance. 
The same banks, by expanding 


the use of paper currency 
and 


checks, have 
minimized 
the 


amount 
of gold needed 
for 


monetary purposes and have 
obviated the necessity of main- 
taining huge gold reserves, once 
considered 
indispensable 
to 


sound banking. 


Few banks today maintain 


large gold stores. In this country 
the gold stock of each Federal 
Reserve bank is open to its mem- 
bers and sufficient to meet their 
needs. Even the government's 
gold stock is distributed among 
the several reserve banks, aha 
while the present store is esti- 
mated at more than $1,000,000,- 
000 above the required total, it is 
probable that none of the banks 
harbors any great portion of it. 


Somewhat 
similar 
changes 


have taken place in interna- 
tional banking. Countries keep a 
nominal gold reserve, then buy 
or borrow more as needed. They 
aid each other not only in 
monetary stabilization programs, 
but in measures designed to in- 
sure orderly, and limited, fluc- 
tuations in money rates. 
. The Bank of England, drawing 
heavily from its gold stock for 
Germany—of late a steady buy- 
er of gold—received millions in 
the yellow metal from Spam, 
-and possibly from other sources, 
just at the time when it seemed 
certain money rates would rise. 


An understanding 
between 


bankers of the nations un- 
doubtedly was responsible for the 
check, even though slight, to 
ever-expansion 
of credit 
for 


speculative 
purposes in 
this 


country. Banks have ceased to 
sound warnings heard so fre- 
quently last summer and fall. 


The situation admittedly has 


been improved through normal 
restriction of further credit ad- 
vances caused, in part at least, 
by steady'exportation of gold.

WHERE RURAL TAXES GO 


- 
Pointing out that the taxes paiu ay the av- 


erage American farmer have increased 160 per 
cent in the last 15 years, while the value of the 


. average farm is a scant 20 per cent higher than 
.K was in 1912, the Bureau of Agriculture of Ec- 
onomics of the Department of Agriculture has 
undertaken a survey to find out just what the 
farmer's tax money is being spent for. Its find- 
ings are interesting. 


The biggest item in the rural tax budget is 


for schools. From one-third to one-half of all 
public money spent in farming districts goes for 
schools. Consequently, the rise in the price of 
Education must be largely responsible for the 
rise in taxation. 


In the first place, the bureau points out, 


prices have risen so that if the farmer were only 
supporting exactly the kind of schools he was 
-supporting in 1913 he would be paying more for 
Inem than he -did then. But the rural school 
has expanded greatly. The number of children 
attending such schools has increased by one- 
third. 
The average school term is increasing 


in length. More farmers' children are going to 
high school than formerly. In addition, rural 
school equipment is on a much higher level than 
formerly, while educational standards have been 
'raised so that higher salaries, must be paid for 
good teachers. 


Thus, in respect to this major item, the 


farmer seems to be getting value received for 
his money. 


The second item in rural expenditures is 


for highways. Probably a fourth of all rural tax 
moneys are spent for them. 
Here, too, there 


is no denying that the farmer is better served 
than he was 15 years ago. Nothing breaks down 
the isolation of the farm, enhances land values 
and brings the market closer to the production 
point like good roads. 
When the farmer's tax 


money goes to provide better highways it is be- 
ing well spent. 


It is apparent from this, that major reduc- 


tions in rural taxes can not be had without cut- 
ting off vital services. What is needed now is 
more business-like 
management and 
careful 


economy, so that every cent of tax money can be 
made productive. 


BUSINESS AND THE TARIFF. 


America will eventually get a lower tarifi— 


not in spite of modern business, but because of 
it. 


The rather startling assertion comes from 


Edward A. Filene, Boston merchant, who de- 
clares, in an article in the current issue of The 
Annuals, that, business will sooner or later adopt 
a policy in favor of lower tariffs simply because 
"business always does in the end what is to its 
own interest." 


Since such a prediction is so completely op- 


posed to our ordinary assumption — Wgh tariff 
and big business are inseparably linked in our 
political creeds — Mr. FUene.'s argument ought 
to be worth examining. 


"Mass production," he explains, "raises anew 


the question of world trade because the vastly 
increased volume of goods produces surpluses 
which cannot be marketed except in foreign 
lands. The surplus — that is any general sur- 
plus — is relatively new to American industry. 
It is destined to change our views about tariffs." 


After pointing out that he himself has never 


been a "free trader," Mr. Filene continues: 


"Mass production, to which the world is now 


coming, needs no tariff protection. On the con- 
trary, it will benefit from low tariffs, or free 
trade. Under a very low tariff, which would re- 
duce living costs and the costs of raw materials, 
automobiles, for instance, could be produced 
much more cheaply. 


"This reduced selling price would only tap a 


new market of millions at home, but would per- 
mit our manufacturers to export in greater 
quantities. At the lower selling price they could 
undersell European manufacturers even in their 
own markets." 


Such is Mr. Filent's argument. 
Doubtless 


there will be many to disagree with it; but it 
raises some interesting points for us to consider, 
nevertheless.

Water.Valley was the 
"Castle 


Garden" of Rush county and: 
while many settlers came in, by i 
other routes, it must be remem- 
bered, • that the Government 
Land 
office was located 
at 


Brookville and there all land en- 
tries were made. 


All over the county could be 


found many -squatters", who 
located before the first Monday 
in October 1820, when the land 
office opened. Many of those 
••squatters" afterward made en- 
try of their land. 


One instance is deserving of 


notice. John Hale, a celebrated 
hunter, had -squatted" on, what 
we now know as the Cullen farm, 
and made many improvements. 
He learned that a party of 
Kentuckians had looked over the 
place and had started to Brook- 
ville to make entry to it. Hale 
was in a dilemma—short of 
funds—and so he rode to see 
William B. Laughlin, told his 
story and was furnished the 
lacking cash. He then persuaded 
young Harmony Laughlin to take 
his horse and the money and 
beat the Kentuckians to Brook- 
ville, if it killed the horse. 


Although but a boy Young 


Harmony started and by night 
overtook the other party at Met- 
amora, where they had stopped 
for the night at Judge Mount's 
residence and without stopping 
rode on, to Brookville, and when 
light enough, hunted up the 
Land office, made the entry anc1 
secured Bale's home. 
This has nothing to do with 


churches but it illustrates the 
spirit of our early settlers anc 
our early preachers were mad 
of 
the same 
indominatabl 


spirit. Their exposure was great 
their pay small and mostly 
bare sustenance. Yet they toile 
in the "clearing" as well as i 
the pulpit. 
. 
Little Flat Rock lay in th 
path of advancing civilizatio 
and the attractiveness of the 
country warranted early occupa- 
tion. Here then, we find the first 
church 
organization in 
the 


county, which had 
a local 


preacher and stated meetings. 
This was a Baptist church and 
must not be confused with the 
present Little Fatlrock church, 
which was founded May 23, 1830, 
by the same man, who was 
moderator of the Baptist church, 
but who about 1828, went over 
to what is now styled the Chris- 
tian church and until his death 
was one of its most able and at- 
tractive leaders. 
The kindness of our accomp- 
lished librarian, has furnished 
me with the minutes of the Lit- 
tle Flat Rock Baptist churcn, 
written more than a hundrea 
years ago and from them I will 
quote a few entries, not only 
for antiquity sake, but for the 
novelty of the entries, which to- 
day would sound strange in our 
modernized churches. All entries 
are made on Saturday, the first 
and third of each month 
-First Saturday Nov. 1821. A 


request from the Brethern ,-on 
Clifty for helps to constitute a 
church. Agree to send Elder 
John Blade* and Brother Abra- 
ham HancTJeman. Elder John 
Blades chosen standing modera- 
tor of this church.

Blades and his Little Flat Rock 
flock Services had been held iu 
many places and by other de- 
nominations but no fair write;- 
will question the priority of the 
Baptist church in Rush county. 


Much allowance must be made, 


when reading Arnold's history of 
early churches, and 
note the 


author No one, who knew him, 
will question that Elder Jacob 
B. Blunt was a brilliant man nor 
will any one, who knew him. 
deny that, he was a radical, in 
both religion and politics. No 
one could assail either and not 
get a reply. He attempts to leave 
the impression that John P. 
Thompson founded 
the first 


church at Little Flat Rock, nor 
does he even mention the name 
of the founder—John Blades. 


We have seen in a former 


chapter that Blades came in with 
the tide of emigration up the 
Valley and located and with 
other fellow Baptists organized a 
congregation and built a church, 
the site, of which, today has 
been marked by patriotic, ten- 
der hands and stands as the 
only memorial, in the county, to 
mark the spot where stood, the 
earliest pioneer church, in Rush 
county. 
I can find no record of any 


church being founded in Rush 
county, if by founding, is meant 
originating, but all are importa- 
tions, which came with our set- 
tlers, but if building churches, 
(houses for worship) is means- 
it is no small task to locate, the 
place and date of early buildings. 


And why? "The groves were 


God's first temples" and here, 
when weather permitted gather- 
ed our early worshippers. The 
settler's cabin was often utilized 
and our school houses were 
from earliest 
times used for 


church as well as school, for we 
must remember that the school 
house was a universal necessity 
and a requirement of every, set- 
tlement.
